seal fishery at Port of St. Johns this 
morning, bringing news that tho steam- 
er Tigress had come into Roberts Bay, 
eighteen miles from horo, having on 
board nineteen survivors of Hall's Arc- 
tie expedition. 


This party, which bad been landed 


from the Polaris, were driven from her 
by u gale which broke her mooring on 
the 15th of October, 1872, in latitude 
75, 35. When thoy last saw tho Po 
laris, she was under steam and canvas, 
making for harbor on the east side of 
Northumberland Island. She had no 
more boats left. 
Of six which she 


brought with her fron the port of New 
York, two woro lost in tho northern 
expedition, two woro landed on the ioe 
with Oapt. Tyson's party, one wns bnrn- 
od as firewood to make hot water for 
the crow, and tho other ia on board the 
T.'grcss. 


On the 8th of October, 1871, in lati- 


tude 81.39, longitude 71.44, Capt. Hall 
died of apoplexy, and was buried on 
tho shore, where they ereoted a wooden 
cross to mark his grave. Ho had re. 
ocntly returned from a northern sledge 
expedition, in which ho had obtained 
latitude 82.10. 
Ho seemed in his 


usual health, and had called the crew 
into tho cabin to encourage thorn with 
hopes of future rewards, nnd stimulate 
them to renewed exertions, when he 
was suddenly struck down nnd expired, 
to the great grief of thoso around him, 
to whom ho had endeared himself by 
his kindness nnd devotion.
